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JOHN WESLEY JARVIS. 
Theannexed paragraphs are taken from “ Mr. 
Duulap’s History of the Rise and Progress of the 
Fine Arts in the United States,” a work that embra- 
ces a vast fund of amusing and entertaing informa- 
ws Javis was fond of notoriety from almost any 
source, and probably thought it aided him in his pro- 
fession. His dress was generally unique. His long 
coat, trimmed with furs like a Russian prince or po- 
tentate from the north pole, must be remembered by 
many ; andhis two enormous dogs, which accompa- 
nied him through the streets, and often carried home 
his market basket, will be remembered by all who 
were children in New York at the time. 
Some southerners having arrived, to whom he | 
wished to return civilities and do honor, the painter | 
invited several gentlemen of note to meet them. | 
He then had his rooms in Wall street, and Pierre | 
Van Wyck, the Recorder of the city, had his office 
below, in the same house. With Van Wyck, as with 
most of the gentlemen of the city at the time, he was 
intimate ; and among others, Van Wyck and Gulian 
C.Verplanck were invited to meet the strangers. 
They sat down to a table profusely covered with 
every good and costly viand the market could af- 
ford; venison, pheasants, and canvass-back ducks 
tempted the appetite, although knives with broken 
handles, and forks with one prong made the opera- 
tions of carving and eating somewhat awkward and 
difficult. and excited no little surprise among the 
guests who were not aware of the painter’s habits. 
Wine was as plenty and of as great variety as the 
meats, and the wineglasses of various sizes, but prin- 
cipally of the larges! calibre and most profound depth: 
such as would not allow of the repetition of Sam 
Foote’s pun—however old the liquor—‘ Your glass 
of wineis very little of its age,” would not apply 
here. The mode ofopening a bottle (decanters there 
were none) was by breaking off the top of the cork 
and thrusting the remainder down the neck with a 
greasy fork—a cork screw would have smacked too 
much of order. 
+“ Jarvis,” said the Recorder, “‘ I want some small 
drink—here’s nothing but wine.” ‘‘ Give the Recor- 
der the brandy bottle !" “‘ No, no, give me some 
small beer or some water.” ‘‘ We don’t know such 
things—there is porter andale.”

In the course of Mr. Jarvis’s very extensive prac- 
tice, he painted the portrait of Bishop Benjamin 
Moore, of New York ; and that eminently worthy 
gentleman used to tell oneof Jarvis’s quick and hu- 
murous thoughts with great glee. During one of the 
sittings, religion became the subject of conversation, 
and the Bishop asked Jarvis some questions relative 
tohis belief or his practice. The painter, with an 
arch look, but as if intentupon catching tlie likeness 
of the sitter, waved his hand and said, “ Turn your 
face more that way, and shut your mouth.” 

It is said, that on seeing atall, melancholy looking 
Frenchman walking ver lemnly down Broadway, 
with a very large corte under his arm, Jarvis 
placed himself immediately behind, imitating his fu- 
neral step ; and as he saw an acquaintance likely to 
join in the fun, he would by signs bring hit to follow 
in the train, until he got up a string of some length, 
walking in a solemn procession. The bearer of the 
box, onturning acorner, looked round and saw that 
he had a suit of attendants. of whose motive he could 
form no notion. He stopped—the procession stop- 
ped.

A hornet# nest has been disturbed, and its inmates 
are buzzing away with great fury, but ‘hey have been 
deprived of their sting, and are therefore only sub- 
jects for amusement. The hornets are the Stock 
Gentry and the Rag Money Nobility, and they baz 


through the Times, the Courier, and the Journal of 


Commerce, three papers whose intercourse is not 
usually of the most loving description, !ut who har. 
monize surprisingly on the su! ject of Chartered Mo. 


nopolies, The Times buzzes to the following tune: 


Suppose Grand Island to he inhabited by twenty 
people, and that their only ferry is at one end of thé 
island, Suppose thatthey have no geod roid, and 
that they want a railway to transport their produce 
from their farms down to the ferry. N» one of them 
is rich enough to make it, but the whole together 
can, provided they have an act of inco;pora ion for 
the management of the juin! funds, and the direction 
of the work. Suppose the Post to be the legisla’ ure, 
and that these twenty iseluted proprictors apply for 
a charter: how would the Pos: reply? It would 
esy, ‘there is certainly nobody concerned in this 
maiter but yourselves, and the work would benefit 
you vastly, but if no one of you is wealthy enough 
to construct it, you must do wi hout—, ou cannot 
have a eharter, for I oppose monop« lies, and every 
act of incorporation is a monopoly !” 

Now, suppose again that the twenty inhabitants 
of Grand Island have a good road, and do not, al pre- 
sent, want a rail road; hut five of the twenty, with 
the ** Godfather of the Wigs” at their head, and the 
“Child of Thirty-six Fathers” among the number, 
imagine that if they can obtain the exclusive privi- 
lege of making a rail road, they will make a good 
speculation out of it when the popula ion of the 
island has increased a little. Then suppose, again, 
the Post to be the legisliture, and the «quad to make 
application to it for the exclusive privilege, the 
“Child of Thirty.six Fathers” aci ing ax spokesman. 
Would not a conversation something like the follow- 
ing take place? 

Child of Thirty-six Fathers. Inb haifofa num- 
ber of individuais representing * ali the weelth and 
all the respectability,” not to say all the talent, of 
Grand Island, I solicit that we may be allowed to 
make a rail road from oneend of the island tothe 
other, in order, by a free and uninterrupted commu-

Post. Your benevolence somewhat surprises me, 
in these days of selfishness. Are you aware of the 
expense you will incur, and sure youcan afford to 
bestow such an amount in charity ? 

Child. Wedo not propose, my dear sir, to give 
the rail road to the people altogether gratuitously, 
though we expect the people to benefit greatly by 
our enterprise, and all we shall ask is a moderate 
compensation, in the shape of toll, for the use of our 
capital, 

Post. *‘ Enterprize !” “* compensation !!'? ** Toll !!!"s 
Why surely you do not wish me to usurp the right 
of the people of Grand Island to make their roads 
and to travel themafter they are made fice of ex- 
pense, in order to confer that power upon you, and 
thereby subject the people to a perpetual tax ? 

Child. Butif we de not make the rail road the 
people will not, and if we do they will still be at 

liberty to travel in the old fashion if they please. 

Post. It seems plain to me that if you could make 
the rail road profitable to you the people might make 
it much more so to them ; and if you could not make 
you would be betier without it, as 
your object is not purely benevolent. I mast there- 
fore reject your application, as one inconsistent with 
rights and interest of the people of Grand Island. 

But, to be serious, is it not the height of folly for 


Monopoly papers to pretend that there would be no 
public improvements, of any consequence, without 
Chartered Monopelies? 
to inform us what the State is divided into counties 
and the counties into towns for, and what commis- 
sioners ofthe roads and other town and county of- 
ficers are chosen for, if it is not that they may make 
our roads, build our bridges, dig our canals, and see 
that the laws are properly administered? And would 
it not be as just and as reasonable to charter acom- 
pany to perform the sheriff’s duty as that of the road 
commissioners? 

Tous it appears that whenever a bridge, a turn. 
pike, canal, or rail road, is needed by a town or 
county, or by the State, there is ample provision for 
its construction without granting exclusive privi- 
leges, and thus infringing on the Equa] Rights of 
the people ; and so in regard to ali acts of incorpo- 
ration. All that the Monopolists do, is to go far 
enough ahead of the public wants to ensure them- 
selves a profitable speculation. 


Tue Weavers.—We are glad to learn that ao 
number of the weavers of this city have formed 
themselves into a Society for the better preservation 
and protection of their rights and interests, and that 
it is their intention to unite with the General Trades’ 
Union, 

Tue Coopers, also, are organizing, or have orga- 
nized, a Society for the same purposes. 

We hope the Weavers and Coopers generally will 
become members of these Societies, in order that 
they may exert that influence to which their num- 
bers and usefulness justly entitle them. 


Ouro SreciaL Evectron.—By the official returns 
of the late special election in Mr. Lytle’s district, it 
appears that gentleman’s majority over Mason is 48, 
instead of 10, as before stated. 


Tus Money Marxet.—We hear the question ask- 
ed now and then, will there be a scarcity of money 
this winter? The question implies doubt; and as 
doubt is painful, and may possibly turn some of our 
friends aside from the full pursuit of their enterprises, 
we shalltake the liberty to state the reasons which 
convince us that money must remain plenty for 
some months to come. 

That there will be no real scarcity, we suppose 
every body knows. We have double the specie in 
the country we ever had before. Money isextremely 
plenty, and confidence among merchants strong. 
The rates of exchange. notwithstanding our im- 
mense importations of specie, are still in our favor, 
showing that the world is after all in debt to us. 
The money movements of the past year have re. 
duced the circulation and the loans of the Banks, so 
that asa whole they are stronger than at any pre. 
vious period ; and, to cap the climax, we have good 





| prices for all our ample products ; but especially are 


we going into the exportation of a cotton crop, 
probably quite as large as that of last year, and at 
prices which will make it nett over seventy millions 
of dollars in the aggregate, and full sixty millions 
for the part we have to spare to foreign nations. 
The products of our own manufactures supply a 
large portion of our wants, so that, unless. our ex- 
travagance breaks over all bounds, our accounts 
with foreign nations wil! stand at least as well a 
year hence asthey do now. In addition to all this, 
the credit of our public stocks is becoming stronger 
with the wealthy abroad, and they are sending with 
more and more confidence their surplus funds to the 
help of our enterprises. And further, were there 
need of it, we could spare fifteen millions of specie 
without affecting the basis of circulation, or restrain. 
ing the issues of the Banks perceptibly. 

The enquiry next comes, whether there is any 
chance that a panic will be created like that of last 
winter, when, in the midst of real abundance, mere 
fright created a most distressing scarcity. To this 
enquiry, we also answer, with full confidence, in the 
negative. It is notin the power of all the elements 
which operated last winter, te disturb the money 
market again. The loans of the United States 
Bauk are now reduced to a little over forty millions, 
and they are constantly still farther diminishing by

Near six weeks since, Alexander Portius, a voun: 
gentleman who was clerk in the honse of Wm. FE 
Phillips & Co. left this place for Talladega, on busi 
ness for his employers—and the time having long 
elapsed within which he was to have returned—an 
no tidings having been heard from him, since he left 
that place on his return, it was suspected that he had 
been foully dealt with somewhere on the road, Ac 
cordingly, Mr. Wm. E, Philips left this place a few 
days ago to investigate the cause of lis mysteriou- 
disappearance. At Cox’s, on the mountain, he was 
informed that more than three weeks past, a yvou'g 
gentleman answering the description he hai given 
of Portius, dined at that place, and after dinner cam 
on in the direction of this place—and that the same 
night a person going the other way arrived at his 
house and remained during the night, riding the 
Portius had but a few hours he 
fore left his house with. Upon hearing this, Mr. 
Phillips was satisfied he was in the neighborhood of 
this black catastrophe—and assembling the neigh. 
bors to aid him in the search, in a few hours disco. 
vered the body of Portius, bearing evident marks of 
the violence under which he had fallen. There were 
three buck shot hoies in the back of his head—and 
one or two deep wounds, which appeare! to be in. 
flicted by blows with a heavy weapon,—and as a 
double barrelled shot gun was found near the spot, 
broken off at the breech, barrels bent and matted 
with hair and stained with blood, it is supposed the 
villain shot him afier he had passed, and seeing he 
had not murdered him, rushed upon himand finished 
his bloody work, by beating him on the head with 
his gun. The body was found, about sixty yards 
from the road, stripped of all its outer clothing, and 
lying by it were an old pair of boots, suppo-ed to be 
the property of the murderer, which appeared to 
have been madein Louisville, Kentucky, and to have 
the name of John Callen or A. Crawford (accounts 
differ) written in a good hand on the inside. Por. 
tius was riding a good horse, was well supplied with 
clothes, and had about one hundred dollars in money 
-~-all which became the plunder of the murderer. 

Since the matter has been investigated, it is re- 
membered that on this day a sort of vagabond tailor 
was passing through the neighborhood with a double 
barrelled gun, which he ati2mpted to sell—was with. 
out money—and had stoien a razor at one house 
with which he had paid for his breakfast at the next
